At 103-Year High 
As Quake Strikes 

ST. LOUIS, June SO (/P)— The Mississippi river climbed to 
a new 103-year record here today and U. S. army engineers 
warned that the battle for two remaining "critical" levees in 
this area was "far from over" with another crest pouring 
down from the mouth of the Missouri river. 

A brief earthqubke at 11:25 p.m. yesterday brought the 
threat of breaks to watersoaked tiarriers holding back the 
river from tiiousands of acres of rich farmland on the Illinois 
sida but the engineers said no levees were reported damaged 
by the tremora which lasted aliout five seconds. 

The C%outeau island levee,' 
guarding 2,000 acres across 
from North St Louis, broke 
at two points but engineers 
said other barriers would keep 
water out of the nearby Venice 
and Granite City industrial 
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areas.

Jensen farm north of Jerome, where 
a field of beans was Irrigated.

The attorney general's ruling also 
suggested that the committees give 
their approval or disapproval of pro- 
posed bond Issues before they are 
voted upon by the local school dis- 
tricts. 

Smylle noted that "if the commit- 
tee's approval U given prior to the 
election, then election costs have no 
chance of being fuUle expenditure."

Builders Neglect 
Fire Safeguards 

NEW YORK m— Although fire 
destroyed or damaged eight houses 
for every nine that were built In 
the part year, some builders are 
seriously neglecting fire safeguards, 
ajcordlng to a report of the Tile 
council of America. 

Nearly 400,000 houses were de- 
stroyed or damaged by fire In 19<9 
while 450,000 liomos were bolng 
built, tlie council states. 

'Similar losses arc In prospect for 
this year unless Uicre is a decided 
trend toward a great bulldUig of 
fire safety Into today's new homes,'" 
the report adds. 

"Although safety engineering dic- 
tates Qgali^st It. some home build- 
ers are even specifying combustible 
1] finishes for Installation In 
kitchens, thas multiplying fire risks 
In what usually Is considered the 
most hozardous room,^ the house. 

Many of last year's fires started 
In kitchens and far too many of 
those golned headway only because 
of Inflammable floor and.wnll fin- 
ishes. More tlian 23 per cent of IfilG's 
fires Involved heating or cooking 
stoves, aceording to Uia National 
Board of Fire Underwrltera."
